1. It varies throughout the year 
how many games have to be 
sold to reach the coveted 
Number One spot in the charts, 
but undoubtably the biggest 
seller is the Christmas Number 
One. Last year it was 

[ma geworks ' Teenage Mu tant 
Hero Turtles 1 which, to date, has 
sold over 100,000 copies on the 
Spectrum (with a total of 
600.000 copies across all 
computers). Turtles was an 
exceptional seller, most Speccy 
games sell around the 20,000 
mark. 

2. Freelance programmers are 
usually paid an advance sum of 
cash at the beginning of the 
project he, when they begin 
programming e game) which 
depends on how long the game 
is likely to take and then have 
royalty payments (B-12% of the 
retail price) on top of that when 
the game's on sale. In -house 
programmers have a basic 
salary (which varies due to age 
and experience) and sometimes 
receive royalties too. Though, 
don't be fooled, it's not the 
easiest way to get rich quick. In 
fact, hardly anyone has got rich 
quick from programming
